Replies  to  IDENTIFICATION,  Please?  in  May  1976  NI  Bulletin 

I saw  the  two  Viet  Nam  tokens  illustrated  in  the  NI  Bulletin  of  May 
1976  and  your  request  for  information. 


Mr.  Le  Lacheur  is  correct  in  stating  that  the  pieces  are  tokens  and 
not  coins.  I am  not  sure  they  were  minted  at  Hue,  by  local  govern- 
ments, or  private  individuals,  but  I lean  more  toward  private  indi- 
viduals (rich  tradesmen  or  mandarins  sponsoring  them)  making  these 
tokens.  They  were  used  for  display  in  the  home  to  show  respect  for 
the  current  Emperor  or  King.  They  would  be  mounted  on  devices  much 
like  what  we  use  now  to  display  a plate.  They  should  weigh  about 
the  same  as  600  of  the  current  copper  dong  (cash)  pieces.  I have 
seen  the  Gia  Long  token  before,  but  not  the  Minh  Mang,  but  the  latt- 
er does  ring  a bell,  but  I can't  place  it.  When  I find  a reference 
or  another  one,  I'll  try  to  remember  to  let  Mr.  Le  Lacheur  know.  I 
would  say  their  retail  value  would  be  somewhere  between  $25-50,  de- 
pending on  how  eager  the  buyer  is  to  have  them  in  his  collection.

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COSTUMES  AND 
ORNAMENTATION  ON 

BYZANTINE  COINAGE 


by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell,  University  of  Nebraska  State  Museum 

Reading  the  description  of  a Byzantine  coin,  particularly  one  be- 
longing to  the  later  periods,  is  often  very  hard  to  the  average  in- 
dividual. I know,  because  over  the  years  I have  been  asked  a 
number  of  questions.  The  various  special  garments,  or  ornament- 
ation, worn  by  the  emperors  (or  by  their  wives),  the  Christos,  or 
the  Virgin,  all  are  given  by  their  Greek  names  because  there  are 
no  English  language  equivalents.  Even  when  one  reads  a descrip- 
tion of  any  particular  article,  it  is  often  hard  to  decide  just 
what  it  is  on  the  coin.  As  so  many  of  the  coins  are  hard  to  de- 
cipher anyway,  a knowledge  of  the  garments  and  the  ornaments  may 
be  of  a great  help.  Sometimes  the  specific  identification  even 
depends  on  that!  Also  the  style  (and  sometimes  even  the  name)  of 
some  of  the  garments,  or  ornaments,  changed  over  the  centuries. 

In  the  coins  illustrated  below,  I have  picked  at  random  a few  that 
show  clearly  some  of  the  common  garments  and  ornaments  mentioned 
in  the  catalogues.  Following  the  five  figures  are  brief  accounts 
and/or  descriptions  of  the  items  named.  This  list  is  in  no  sense 
a complete  one.  If  collect jrs  find  these  helpful,  I may  do  some 
more  some  time  later.  The  major  problem  is  to  find  specimens  clear 
enough  to  show  the  details  of  the  items  described.  I hope  these 
will. 

Much  of  the  scholar's  knowledge  of  these  is  taken  from  a book, 
called  in  English,  "The  Book  of  Ceremonies",  by  Constantine  VII 
Porphygenitos  (bom  in  the  purple).  Although  there  is  a French 
translation,  there  is  none  in  English.  I did,  years  ago,  trans- 
late the  first  47  chapters.  Ed  Waddell  read  it  recently  in  con- 
nection with  a lecture  he  gave  at  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Con- 
vention. He  commented  later  that  if  I would  correct  and  revise  it, 
they  would  publish  it.  But  even  here,  I have  given  all  the  names 
and  titles  in  Greek  because  in  almost  no  case  is  there  an  English 
equivalent .

ation. Labarum  is  a Latin 
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word,  meaning  a standard,  a survival  of  the  fact  that  the  Eastern 
Empire  was  a continuation  of  the  old  Roman  Empire.

silk,  tied  in  the  center  by  a white  handerkerchief,  and  it  contain- 
ed dust.  This  was  a symbol  of  mortality.  _*  (see  Ornament  on  plate) 
is  merely  an  ornament  preceding  all  inscriptions  in  this  series  of 
coins.  Other  series  may  have  a plain  +.

ankle  length  tunic 
worn  under  the 
chalyms  (or  loros). 

In  this  case  the 
loros  has  just  one 
strip  of  jewels,  un- 
like the  more  elab- 
orate models  of 
earlier  emperors. 

Theirs  were  panelled. 

The  stemma  was  a form  of  crown,  a piece  of  cloth  covering  the  area 
with  the  circlet  of  the  diadem,  and  inlaid  with  jewels.  It  also 
had  pendilia.  The  anexikakia  ( variety  of  the  akakia)  was  a small 
roll  of  parchment,  filled  with  dust.  Here  it  is  held  in  the  right 
hand.  Some  people  think  it  was  a development  of  the  mappa,  a part 
of  the  consular  regalia,  portrayed  on  some  of  the  earlier  Byzantine 
coins.  In  this  case  the  collar  is  jewelled.  (For  Manuel  there  are 
two  types,  4 jewels,  or  5 jewels.)  The  maphorion  was  a long  veil 
used  as  a hood,  (it  is  almost  always  used  for  the  Virgin.)

The  Notgeld  of 
World  War  Two 

by  Elmer  E.  Wright  & Mary  L.  Wright 


"Notgeld",  a German  word,  literal  translation  meaning  necessity 
money,  came  into  importance  following  the  First  World  War.  Thous- 
ands of  small  notes  were  issued,  some  actually  circulated,  many 
bearing  the  word  "Notgeld".  There  was  a great  need  for  small 
change  during  this  period  and  the  notgeld  provided  that  medium. 

But  of  the  thousands  issued,  few  were  used  as  real  money.  Mostly 
they  were  printed  and  sold  to  collectors  to  raise  needed  funds  and 
to  advertise  the  Deutschland. 

Then  came  the  Second  World  War.  In  the  final  days  of  the  dying 
Hitler's  3r^  Reich,  a government  he  promised  the  German  people  to 
last  a thousand  years,  Allied  Armies  were  spearing  deep  into  Ger- 
many. Air  raids  had  cut  rail  and  road  transportation.  Nearly  all 
supply  lines  between  the  Reichsbank  and  its  branches  were  disrupted. 
In  many  places,  currency  was  in  short  supply.  But  payment  of  wages 
and  the  demands  of  commerce  needed  money.  This  forced  a number  of 
cities  and  firms  to  think  back  to  the  post  war  days  of  World  War  I. 
"Notgeld",  a necessity  money,  was  bom  again.  But  not  without  its 
trials  and  tribulations.  What  few  that  were  issued,  circulated 
only  a very  short  time.  Some  were  prepared  and  printed,  but  never 
got  into  use,  being  prohibited  by  the  Allied  Government  Occupation 
Forces . 

The  first  dated  notgeld  of  this  period  was  10  April  1945;  28  days 
before  the  total  surrender.  Last  date  noted  was  15  October  19^7* 
Values  range  from  5 pfennig  to  50  mark.  Mostly  are  of  a very  simple 
printing,  few  are  quite  well  prepared,  equal  to  the  issues  of  the 
1920  * s . 

Due  to  the  lack  of  information  in  1945,  no  newspapers  being  printed 
in  Germany  during  that  time,  few  collectors  were  aware  of  these 
issues  being  made.  Most  of  these  notes  were  retired  and  destroyed 
before  collectors  had  an  opportunity  to  save  them.  Many  are  now 
quite  rare  and  exceedingly  difficult  to  acquire. 

This  listing  doesn't  attempt  to  be  complete  as  to  all  issues  being 
made.  We  hope  to  make  a start  and  will  welcome  further  additions  to 
this  series.

NOTE:  The  LOROS.  This  was  a complex  garment  (somewhat  reminiscent 

of  the  Scottish  plaid) . Eventually,  as  shown  in  Byzantine  coinage, 
it  became  a long  scarf  wound  around  the  body  - to  a different  extent 
at  different  periods  of  history.  It  often  ended  up  in  an  embroid- 
ered strip,  worn  hanging  over  the  left  forearm.  Sometimes  it  seems 
to  have  been  an  embroidered  strip  going  up  the  front  of  the  body, 
an  aperture  for  the  head,  and  then  on  down  the  back.

I must  confess  my  admiration  for  the  work  of  Kenneth  M.  MacKenzie 
and  Samuel  Lachman  in  COUNTERMARKS  OF  THE  OTTOMAN  EMPIRE  1880-1922 . 
Not  that  this  work  is  complete,  but  it  is  the  first  effort  to  organ 
ize  in  a rational  way  the  abundance  of  these  coin  types,  of  which 
we  still  know  so  little. 

I sincerely  hope  that  we  shall  soon  have  a new,  larger,  and  revised 
edition,  and  consequently  believe  that  each  collector  should  con- 
tribute whatever  possible  to  a more  thorough  and  substantiated  know 
ledge  concerning  the  period  and  its  countermarked  coins.

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This  is  a lot  of  103  coins  with 
10  different  counterstamps, 
which  are  part  of  my  collec- 
tion of  Ottoman  countermarked 
coins.  I believe  that  one 
must  be  very  conservative  and 
skeptical  in  his  attempt  to 
answer  all  the  obvious  ques- 
tions arising  from  the  posses- 
sion of  these  coins.  Thus, 
it  may  be  interesting  to  note 
that : 

1 - The  variety  of 
counterstamps  and  coins  is 
really  impressive. 

2 - The  date  of  the  coins 
are  a bit  off  when  compared 

with  the  dates  of  counterstamped  coins  mentioned  in  Kenneth  M. 
Mackenzie  and  Samuel  Lachman's  C OUNTERMARKS  OF  TEE  OTTOMAN  EMPIRE 
1880 - 1922 . As  a matter  of  fact,  they  cover  the  period  of: 

a)  Mahmud  II 

b)  Abdul  Mejid 

c)  Abdul  Aziz 

d ) Murad  V 

e)  Abdul  Hamid  II 

and  specifically  from  AH  1223/21  to  AH  1293/30  (approximately  from 
1828  to  1904  A.D.).  This  is  not  very  surprising  since  the  counter- 
stamping was  effected  on  almost  any  available  coin  at  hand  and  no 
attention  was  given  to  the  kind  of  coin  or  its  denomination.  There 
rather  seems  to  be  a pattern  of  size  concerning  countermarked  Otto- 
man coins,  but  even  this  observation  is  not  appropriate  for  most 
"private"  counterstamps  of  the  period.  These  "private"  counter- 
stamps were  servicing  the  needs  of  private  enterprises  in  a rather 
restricted  area  and  small  scale,  being  used  for  change  mostly. 

3.  A very  interesting  fact  should  be  noted  here:  the  metal  of 

the  coins,  with  a loud  presence  of  billon  and  silver,  which  are  an 
exception  to  the  known  copper  countermarked  coins. 

4.  Last  though  but  not  least,  is  the  possibility  of  these 
counterstamps  being  modern  counterfeits.  I strongly  believe  that 
this  is  unlikely  because  of  the  following  reasons: 

a)  Their  origin  rather  excludes  such  a theory. 

b)  They  are  not  found  very  easily  and  are  quite  unknown 
and  unavailable. 

c)  The  price  I paid  for  them  is  really  negligible  which 
makes  this  group  of  coins  absolutely  unprofitable  for 
any  modern  counterfeiter. 

Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  a few  serious  researchers,  we  now  know 
a few  facts  concerning  counterstamped  Ottoman  coins.  However,  one 
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can  detect  a general  tendency  among  collectors  to  draw  conclusions 
as  to  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  counterstamps  a bit  too  easily. 

I wish  to  end  this  short  atricle  by  expressing  the  belief  that  un- 
less conclusions  are  based  on  concrete  proof,  these  and  numerous 
other  similar  coins  should  definitely  be  titled  UNKNOWN. 


AN  UNRECORDED  JODHPUR  MOHUR 

by  Richard  K.  Bright,  NI  #14-9,  Robesonia,  Pa. 

NI  member  Jan  Lingen,  in  his  excellent  article  "20th  Century  Gold 
Coins  of  Jodhpur  State" (NI  BULLETIN,  May  1974,  pp.  127-131);  describ- 
ed and  illustrated  the  Jodhpur  gold  coins  of  this  century  known  to 
him. 

During  the  period,  Jodhpur  struck  coins  in  the  name  of  the  British 
sovereign  as  the  Emperor  of  India  (obverse)  and  the  local  ruler 
(reverse).  Copper  and  silver  coins  in  the  name  of  George  V and 
Sumer  Singh  are  well  known  but  Jan  was  surprised  that  he  was  unable 
to  learn  of  the  corresponding  gold  pieces.  This  note  describes  such 
a coin  which  I inadvertantly  purchased  several  months  ago.

The  date  is  off  the  flan.  On  the  die,  it  would  be  above  "Shri 
Mataji"  in  Persian  numerals.  The  silver  coins  in  the  name  of  these 
rulers  have  the  Daroga’s  mark  3^  and  are  undated  but  since  the  gold 
coins  in  the  name  of  Edward  VII  and  Sumer  Singh  have  the  same  mark, 
the  silver  coins  were  probably  struck  in  the  first  couple  of  years 
of  the  reign  of  George  V.  The  copper  coins  have  the  same  Daroga’s 
mark  as  the  mohur  described  above  and  are  dated  AD  1914  so  it  is 
liekly  that  the  mohur  was  struck  in  the  same  year. 
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EMERGENCY  NOTES  OF  MANTOVA,  ITALY  1796-1797 


by  Dr.  Mihaly  Kupa,  Budapest,  Hungary 


After  the  French  revolution  the  troops  of  the  Austrian  Empire  oc- 
cupied a part  of  northern  Italy,  including  the  fortress  of  Mantova. 

Under  the  lav  of  4th  January  1796,  the  Regia  Ducal  Camera  in  Mantova 
issued  treasury  certificates  in  200  Florin  denominations.  The  total 
issue  of  400,000  Conventional  Florins  was  used  for  payment  to  local 
inhabitants  for  rations  and  equipment  delivered  to  the  Austrian 
forces.  The  certificates  were  withdrawn  from  circulation  after  18 
months  and  destroyed.  Not  a single  specimen  has  come  to  light. 

Under  the  law  of  16th  February  1796,  the  Regia  Ducal  Camera  in 
Mantova  also  issued  a new  series  of  treasury  certificates  in  200 
Florin  Conventional  denominations.  These  were  used  for  the  same 
purpose  as  the  4th  January  law  issue  and  were  withdrawn  about  the 
same  time.  No  specimens  of  this  issue  have  been  found  to  date. 

During  the  siege  of  Mantova  by  the  French  Army  in  1796-1797;  "the 
Town  Council  had  issued  emergency  paper  money  to  combat  the  money- 
shortage  . 

The  "cedola"  was  on  thick  white  carton  with  black  printing.  There 
were  two  red  stamps  of  the  Austrian  eagle  on  the  obverse.  At  this 
time  Mantova  was  the  last  Austrian  garrison  in  occupied  Italy. 

The  notes  have  a dimension  of  79  "by 
72  mm  (approximately)  and  the  reverse 
is  blank.  It  is  dated  6th  October 
1796. 

An  emission  of  1, 500, 000  Mantovan 
Lire  was  at  first  planned,  but 
eventually  a sum  of  7;  536,  480  Lire 
was  put  into  circulation. 

The  signatures,  numbers,  and  the 
values  are  handwritten  both  in  fig- 
ures and  letters.  The  other  text 
was  printed.  They  were  signed  by 
three  of  the  following,  one  printed 
and  two  hand  signed:  Gaetano  Asti, 

Castiglioni,  Antoni  Gobbi,  G.  Batt. 
Noe,  Giuseppe  Parodi,  Scorza,  Tonni  and  Trenti. 

The  two  highest  denomoninations  of  45  and  135  Lire  were  withdrawn 
from  circulation  on  16th  February  1797  and  destroyed.

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STARTING  A DISCUSSION  ON  PSEUDO-COINS 


by  Peter  Kraneveld,  Purmerend,  The  Netherlands 

What  is  a coin?  Anyone  knows  by  intuition  what  a coin  is,  but  coin 
collectors  know  things  are  not  as  easy  as  they  look.  As  early  as 
Roman  times  coin-like  objects  were  struck  that  had  nothing  to  do 
with  money  in  circulation.  Yet  the  true  collector  is  not  trying  to 
get  all  the  numbers  in  the  catalog;  he  (or  shel ) is  much  more  inter- 
ested in  the  functions  of  coins  as  money  (means  of  hoarding,  means 
of  exchange),  economic  instrument  or  historical  object:  he  studies 

money  in  circulation.  What  to  exclude?  The  question  has  not  been 
made  easier  to  answer  by  some  commercial  companies,  whose  primary 
market  is  the  collectors,  not  the  people  of  the  issuing  country. 
Ultimately  the  question  can  only  be  answered  by  the  individual  col- 
lector, but  to  be  better  able  to  think  and  advise  about  the  subject, 

I have  divided  the  coin  "population"  into  9 groups,  each  group  hav- 
ing less  characteristics  of  circulating  money.  I invite  all  collect- 
ors to  study  these  groups  carefully  and  to  comment  on  them.  Togeth- 
er we  can  make  the  definitions  sharper.  We  may  have  to  change  the 
number  or  the  order  of  the  groups.  The  important  thing  is  that  we 
start  a discussion  on  this  subject  to  clarify  the  situation  on  all 
those  borderline  cases,  help  the  beginning  collector  and  the  catalog 
editors . 

1.  Coins  meant  for  circulation  at  time  of  issue.  All  pieces  must 
at  one  time  have  been  obtainable  at  face  value  in  the  country  of 
origin. 

a.  Legal  tender  that  can,  or  could  as  a type,  be  picked  up 
from  circulation  with  relative  ease.  Imitations  of  foreign 
coins  struck  for  circulation  within  the  issuing  country. 

b.  Non-legal  tender  otherwise  equal  to  Group  1.  Both  groups 
include  accidental  mules,  errors  and  specimen  sets,  but  not 
coins  struck  in  proof  only.  These  groups  include  currency 
coins,  tokens,  primitive  money  and  other  coin  forms,  e.g. 
merchants  tokens,  counterstamped  coins,  emergency  issues, 
circulation  restrikes,  etc. 

c.  Coins  that  are,  or  were,  seldom  found  in  circulation  as  the 
demand  from  collectors  and  hoarders  at  the  time  of  issue 
exceeded  the  supply. 

2.  Coins  not  meant  for  circulation. 

d.  Coins  of  countries  that  use  almost  exclusively  money  from 
another  state,  although  their  own  money  is  or  was  at  one 
time  available  at  face  value  in  the  country  of  origin,  e.g. 
Luxembourg,  Monaco,  Jersey. 

e.  Anachronisms  and  coins  sold  for  their  metallic  content  only, 
e.g.  British  sovereigns  after  1925,  Dutch  ducats  after  1932, 
South  African  Kruger  rands,  Maria-Theresa  thalers,  Russian 
tchervonetzes  after  1923* 

3.  Collector’s  coins. 

f.  Unrealistic  metals:  platinum,  gilded  and  gold  pieces  is- 

sued after  1939  that  do  not  qualify  for  group  e.  Silver 
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pieces  issued  after  1975;  except  if  the  silver  content  is 
extremely  low. 

g.  Other  unrealistic  characteristics:  denominations  overlap- 

ping paper  money  series,  counterstamped  or  otherwise  of- 
ficially marked  coins  issued  after  1900  except  in  times  of 
extreme  national  emergency,  coins  that  are  unobtainable  in 
the  country  of  origin,  pieces  that  can  only  be  had  at  a 
premium  at  the  time  of  issue.

I thought  that  the  coin  illustrated  on  plate  23;  which  I acquired 
from  a dealer  in  Adana,  Turkey,  would  be  of  special  interest  to 
students  of  the  Byzantine  series.  It  is  a Follis  of  Justin  I and 
Justinian  I and,  after  careful  research,  would  appear  to  be  unpub- 
lished. It  differs  from  the  usual  type  for  this  joint  reign  by 
having  stars  either  side  of  the  M that  denotes  the  denoination. 

Apart  from  Nicomedia  and  Cyzicus,  both  of  which  struck  a type  show- 
ing three  crosses,  all  other  specimens  have  a star  and  cross.  The 
officina  letter  is 

Dunbarton  Oaks  and  Sabatier  both  quote  a follis  that  has  a star 
either  side  of  the  M (Numbers  l4  & 3 respectively).  Their  specimen, 
however,  differs  from  mine  by  way  of  the  obverse  which  has  two 
facing  busts  wearing  crowns,  whereas  mine  has  a single  diademed 
and  cuirassed  bust  to  right.  Unfortunately,  the  mint  mark  on  my 
specimen  is  obscured  but  its  style  suggests  that  it  originates 
from  Constantinople.  Upon  closer  examination  of  the  exergue,  how- 
ever, I was  sure  that  the  form  of  a letter  "C",  visible  in  the  photo- 
graph, was  actually  part  of  the  exergual  line  and  not  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  mint  mark.  One  can  also  distinguish  the  letter  "A"  to 
the  right  of  the  "C"  and  if  this  is  the  case  there  would  be  suffic- 
ient room  for  "ANTIX",  or  similar.  Therefore,  it  is  by  belief  that 
the  coin  was  struck  at  Antioch. 


One  readily  accepts  that  Byzantine  coins  do  not  have  the  aesthetic 
appeal  of  many  other  series,  or  the  technical  excellence  of  produc- 
tion, but  it  would  seem  that  the  die  engravers  in  most  cases  tried 
to  retain  a certain  blance  with  their  engravings.  Naturally,  I 
would  be  most  interested  to  hear  if  anyone  has,  or  knows  of,  a 
similar  coin. 


NICKNAMES  FOR  COINS  --  REVISITED

The  coins  known  as  a "Joey",  namely,  the  fourpenny  piece  with  the 
figure  of  Britannia  on  the  reverse,  was  first  coined  in  1836;  on  the 
insistent  demand  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hume,  M.P.,  whose  principal  reason  ap- 
pears to  have  been  that  it  would  be  a convenient  coin  with  which  to 
pay  cab  fares,  which  were  then  legally  fixed  at  4-pence  per  mile. 
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"MAKING  A GOOD  IMPRESSION"  --  REVISITED

The  publication  of  my  article  on  making  foil  impressions  (NI  BULLETIN 
Nov.  1975,  pp.  327-33^-)  set  off  a flurry  of  letters  that  have  prompt- 
ed me  to  add  just  a word  or  two  more  on  the  subject. 

First,  to  those  who  wrote  to  say  that  they  had  heard  of  the  idea 
years  ago  so  I should  not  claim  to  have  invented  it,  I say  "phooey". 
The  article  states  that  "I  was  delighted,  therefore,  when  an  acquaint- 
ance made  a perfect  foil  impression  for  me",  the  "acquaintance"  being 
a dealer.  As  a matter  of  fact,  I tried  to  trace  the  idea  back  to 
its  source,  but  gave  up  before  I found  anyone  who  claimed  to  have 
done  anything  more  than  I did.  They  saw  it  someplace,  liked  what 
they  saw  and  duplicated  it. 

Second,  Mrs.  Ed  Jackson  of  Portland,  Oregon,  NI  #03^4,  wrote  to  tell 
me  of  her  rather  significant  addition  to  the  art.  She  learned  to 
make  foil  impressions  using  a "C"  clamp  and  a couple  of  plywood 
blocks  faced  with  carpet  underlayment  material.  Her  information 
came  from  a paper  published  by  Collector’s  Research  of  Montreal, 

Canada  in  1967* 

After  making  the  impression  she  fills  the  cavity  left  by  the  removal 
of  the  coin  with  melted  wax,  painting  the  wax  on  the  back  of  the 
foil  with  a small  paint  brush  such  as  children  use  with  their  color- 
ing books.  After  filling  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  level  with 
their  edges,  she  simply  folds  the  two  halves  back  together  and 
staples  it  into  a 2 x 2 as  described  in  my  initial  article. 

I found  her  method  to  be  easy  to  use,  not  very  time  consuming,  and 
the  resulting  product  is  amazingly  durable.  Of  course,  it  is  very 
dangerous  to  heat  paraffin  on  a stove.  Hot  wax  is  a serious  fire 
hazard.  The  success  of  this  procedure,  however,  depends  on  using 
the  wax  at  a temperature  just  above  the  melting  point,  so  the  wax 
can  be  melted  over  water  as  in  an  egg  poacher  or  double  boiler,  or 
can  even  be  maintained  in  the  melted  condition  over  the  flame  of  a 
candle . 

The  reason  for  the  low  temperature  is  that  the  wax  then  congeals 
on  contact  with  the  foil.  It  is  easy  to  see  what  you  are  doing  and 
subsequent  layers  can  be  applied  without  having  to  wait  for  the 
first  to  cool.  I was  surprised  to  find  that  some  foil  impressions 
that  I considered  perfect  were,  in  fact,  laced  with  small  tears 
that  occur  where  the  details  of  the  coin  are  in  such  high  relief 
that  the  foil  would  not  stretch  enough  to  avoid  a break.  Hot  wax 
migrates  through  such  tears  and  ends  up  on  the  face  of  the  impres- 
sion from  whence  it  is  impossible  to  remove.  The  cooler  wax  con- 
geals before  it  can  flow  through  the  tears. 

When  the  wax-filled  impressions  are  stapled  into  2 x 2's  while  still 
warm,  the  even,  gentle  pressure  of  the  taut  mylar  is  enough  to 
flatten  out  any  slight  bends  or  distortions  that  may  be  present. 

I have  been  shipping  these  wax-filled  impressions  around  the  country 
for  a couple  of  months  now  with  no  problems.  Just  keep  them  off  of 
radiators  or  other  hot  spots  that  may  melt  the  wax!

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

THE  APOGEE  OF  THE  INDO -GREEKS ; circa  160  to  120  BC,  being  Volume  2 
of  the  multi-volume  work  INDO-GREEK  AND  INDO-SCYTHIAN  COINAGE,  by 
Dr.  Michael  Mitchiner.  12  x B-l/2  inches,  99  pages,  D+00- photographs 
and  4 maps;  £15-00.  Published  by  Hawkins  Publications;  distributed 
by  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd. 

The  period  of  some  forty  years  covered  by  this  second  volume  extend- 
ed from  the  time  when  Eucratides  consolidated  his  control  over  the 
Indo-Greek  realm  until  the  time  when  nomad  peoples,  migrating  from 
the  Central  Asian  steppes,  took  much  of  Northern  Afghanistan  away 
from  its  Indo-Greek  rulers.  At  the  height  of  its  power  the  Indo- 
Greek  realm  was  ruled  by  such  kings  as  Eucratides,  Apollodotos  and 
Menander,  whose  names  have  been  transmitted  to  us  by  contemporary 
historians  as  well  as  by  their  prolific  coinage.  Menander,  alone, 
struck  some  44  major  types  of  coin  comprising  no  less  than  150  dis- 
tinct issues,  nearly  all  of  which  are  illustrated  here.  Belonging 
to  the  later  part  of  the  period  considered  here  were  the  two  kings 
Heliocles  and  Strato,  probably  father  and  son,  who  bore  the  shock  of 
the  nomad  migration.  They  also  struck  a rich  and  varied  coinage, 
though  not  as  prolific  as  their  predecessors.

In  early  May  volume  2 appeared,  it  included  Chapter  5;  "The  Apogee 
of  the  Indo-Greeks,  c.  160-120  BC"  and  chapter  6,  "The  Dismemberment 
of  the  Indo-Greek  Realm,  c.  135  to  110  BC".  (See  above  review.) 

The  present  volume  contains  chapter  7>  "The  Western  Indo-Greek  King- 
dom from  its  foundation  to  its  extinction,  c.  110-0  BC",  with  coin 
types  337-422  fully  catalogued,  and  chapter  8,  "The  Eastern  Indo- 
Greek  Kingdom  from  its  foundation  c.  110  BC  until  its  extinction 
c.  10  BC",  with  the  catalogue  of  coin  types  423-476. 

The  very  high  standard  set  in  the  first  volume  is  maintained,  with 
excellent  charts,  and  15  line  maps,  and  superb  illustrations  of  the 
coins  described.

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A COMPREHENSIVE  FINDING  LIST  OF  CHINESE  CASH  6l8  to  1912  AD  - WITH 
LOCKHART'S  LISTING  OF  THE  CHINESE  DYNASTIES,  by  R.  Byron  White  and 
Marjorie  White.  8-l/2"  x 11".  ^o~  pp.  Available  from  the  authors,

The  quick  identification  and  assignment  of  a reference  number  by 
the  collector  of  Chinese  cash  has  always  been  a major  problem.  The 
Whites  have  given  us  a most  useful  booklet  based  on  their  own  ex- 
perience over  many  years  of  handling  such  coins.  All  the  available 
references  have  been  compared  and  the  results  shown  in  the  charts, 
which  cover  all  Chinese  cash  from  the  K'ai  Yuan's  of  T'ang  to  the 
Republic.  Included  are  both  those  belonging  and  not  belonging  to 
the  regular  dynastic  line,  and  the  charts  contain  the  cursive  char- 
acters along  with  the  equivalent  seal  and  grass  style  writing  where 
it  is  used. 

The  Nien-hao  list  has  been  made  as  complete  as  possible.  The  last 
20  pages  are  a reprint  of  the  Chinese  Dynasty  tables  from  Vol.  3 
of  J.  H.  Stewart  Lockhart's  very  scarce  book:  A Guide  to  the  In- 

scriptions on  the  Coins  of  the  Farther  East  with  special  reference 
to  the  Glover  Collector,  and  a Chronology  of  the  Dynasties  and 
Emperors  of  China  Annam  and  Japan,  published  in  1907- 

The  format  of  the  booklet  is  well  designed  and  allows  the  collector 
to  turn  to  the  correct  page,  keep  it  open  flat,  as  he  examines  his 
coin,  and  sees  at  a glance  the  Schjoth,  Tsia,  Ting,  Coole,  Glover, 
Lockhart  and  Smith  numbers  where  applicable.  It  certainly  replaces 
Howard  D.  Gibbs'  book:  Chinese  Imperial  Names,  published  in  19bk, 

and  is  a necessary  purchase  for  all  collectors  and  dealers  concerned 
with  Chinese  cash  coins. 

The  reprint  from  Lockhart's  book  alone  is  worth  the  price  of  this 
excellent  work.

WORLD  COUNTERMARKS  ON  MEDIEVAL  AND  MODERN  COINS,  an  anthology  edit- 
ed  by  Gregory  G.  Brunk.  4l6  pp.,  illustrated,  hardbound,  published 
by  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc.,  5 South  Union  Street,  Lawrence, 
Massachusetts  01806.  $30*00  Postpaid. 

This  volume,  eighth  in  the  series  GLEANINGS  FROM  THE  NUMISMATIST, 
attempts  to  provide  a general  reference  on  countermarked  coins. 

Its  contents  include  the  famous  articles  "A  Trial  List  of  Counter- 
marked  Modem  Coins  of  the  World"  by  G.  G.  Duf field  (from  The 
Numismatist)  and  "The  Coinage  of  the  West  Indies  with  Especial 
Reference  to  the  Cut  and  Counterstamped  Pieces"  by  Howland  Wood 
(from  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics).  While  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  identify  every  countermark  using  this  4l6-page  hard- 
cover volume,  there  is  no  better  source  for  material  on  counter- 
marks  than  The  Numismatist  and  approximately  50  highly-illustrated 
articles  from  that  journal  are  reprinted  in  this  work.  To  make  this 
anthology  of  even  greater  use,  a new  foreword,  supplementary  biblio- 
graphy, and  price  guide  have  been  added  by  Gregory  G.  Brunk.  Also 
by  the  editor  are  three  new  articles  entitled  "A  Revision  to  Duf- 
field's  'A  Trial  List  of  the  Countermarked  Modem  Coins  of  the 
World',"  "Revisions  to  Wood's  'The  Coinage  of  the  West  Indies'," 
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and  "Additional  Countermarks  of  Africa,  Asia  and  the  Middle  East”  — 
the  first  and  last  of  these  containing  new  halftone  illustrations. 
This  volume  would  make  an  excellent  starting  point  for  new  collec- 
tors of  countermarks  as  well  as  a general  reference  for  more  exper- 
ienced enthusiasts. 


Review  of  the  Publisher 


EARLY  MEDIEVAL  COIR  TYPES  OF  NORTHERN  INDIA,  by  L.  Gopal.  1966. 

No.  12  in  "Numismatic  Notes  and  Monographs",  published  by  the  Numis- 
matic Society  of  India.  8l  pages,  12  plates.  Paper  Cover.  15 
Rupees . 

Like  many  other  Indian  Monographs,  this  was  a doctoral  thesis.  For 
students  of  Indian  coins,  as  opposed  to  the  purely  Islamic,  or  the 
later  Native  States,  this  is  an  extremely  interesting  work.  It  is 
also  very  valuable  in  that  the  only  books  covering  this  period  in 
any  kind  of  detail  were  Cunningham's  volume  in  1894  and  V.  A. 

Smith ' s Catalogue  of  Coins  in  the  Indian  Museum,  Calcutta  a few 
years  later. 

The  book  deals  with  seven  types  of  coins,  four  main  and  three 
minor.  These  are:  i)  King  and  Fire  Altar;  ii)  Standing  King  and 

Seated  Goddess;  iii)  Horseman  and  Bull;  iv)  Seated  Goddess;  v) 
Hanuman;  vi)  Lion  Attacking  Elephant;  and  vii)  Cow  Suckling  Calf. 

Nearly  all  these  coins  are  imitation  of  earlier  types.  As  in  the 
case  with  many  series  of  Indian  coinage,  these  earlier  types  were 
copied  over  so  long  a range  of  time  that  in  the  end  the  design  is 
unrecognizable  unless  one  has  the  original  type.  Better,  if  one 
also  has  one  or  two  of  the  intermediate  types  in  between.  Current- 
ly I am  have  a great  deal  of  pleasure  sorting  out  quite  a large 
hoard  (265)  of  coins  copied  from  the  later  Kushan  type  of  Siva  and 
the  Bull.  The  reverse  of  the  original  becomes  the  obverse  of  the 
later.  The  original  design  was  that  of  the  Kushana  King,  VSsudeva. 
This  hoard  is  particularly  fascinating  because  the  earliest  coins 
present  are  perfectly  recognizable.  In  the  last  the  design  is 
simply  lines,  rather  like  some  modernistic  drawing!  Apart  from  the 
inevitable  die  variations,  a numismatist  might  work  a lifetime 
putting  together  a series  which  shows  the  advancing  degradation  of 
the  design  as  clearly  as  among  these  coins. 

The  coins  studied  by  the  book,  cover,  roughly  speaking,  the  periods 
500-1200  A.D.  They  circulated  in  the  areas  of  Rajasthan,  Gujarat, 
Malwa,  Bihar  and  the  U.P.  13  areas  of  coinage  and  one  small,  in- 
definite group  are  dealt  with  in  the  text. 

These  are  coins  of  Kashmir,  Indo-Sassanian  coins,  Gurjara-Pratiharas, 
Palas,  Jajapella  Dynasty  of  Narwar,  Surasena  Dynasty,  Shahis  of 
Ohind,  Kalachuris,  Chandellas,  GAhadavAlas,  RAshtrakfltas  of  Badaum, 
Yadus  of  Bayana  (?Tomaras),  Chahamanas,  and  the  miscellaneous. 

There  are  52  pages  covering  the  historical  background  and  the  var- 
ious types . While  the  author  naturally  draws  heavily  on  the  major 
works  of  Cunningham  and  Smith,  he  also  makes  full  use  of  all  the 
articles  in  such  journals  as  those  of  the  Numismatic  Society  of 
India,  the  R.N.S.  and  so  on. 
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The  remaining  pages,  57 -8l,  are  a catalogue  of  the  coins.  Every 
one  described  is  illustrated  in  the  plates  by  an  identifying  number. 
The  plates  are  much  better  than  usual.  This  is  excellent  because, 
apart  from  what  is  often  a crude  design,  many  of  the  coins  have 
been  poorly  minted,  or  are  worn. 

I might  mention,  on  passant,  that  a knowledge  of  Hindu  religion  and 
mythology  is  very  helpful.  I do  not  mean  for  purposes  of  identify- 
ing any  particular  coins,  but  for  understanding  and  appreciating 
them.  Except  for  the  later  Byzantine  coins,  which  make  use  of  the 
Nimbate  Christ,  the  Virgin,  the  Cross,  and  religious  inscriptions, 

I am  not  familiar  with  any  coinage  which  makes  such  an  extensive 
use  of  religious  representations  and  symbols  as  does  the  Indian 
coinage.  At  a later  date,  the  Mughals  were  frequently  to  use  a 
line,  or  two,  from  the  Koran,  perhaps,  better  phrases.  But  for 
these  to  be  understood,  the  possessor  needed  to  be  able  to  read 
the  Islamic  calligraphy.  The  many  Hindu,  or  other  religious  sym- 
bols, could  be  understood  at  once  by  the  simplest  peasant. 

I have  found  this  a very  useful  book,  for  a complex  and  difficult 
period.  I have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  it  as  a must  for  any 
collector  or  dealer  in  this  period  of  Indian  coinge. 

Below,  I give  a few  illustrations  to  show  one  of  the  types  of  coins 
with  which  Dr.  Gopal  deals  in  his  book. 


(illustrations  3/7  Actual  Size) 


No.  1 is  the  reverse  from  a coin  in  a small  hoard  of  bronzes  of  the 
Kushana  King,  Vasudeva. 


No.  2 is  the  reverse  of  a coin  taken  from  another  hoard  of  small 
Kushan  bronzes  of  a much  later  date.  Actually  in  size  most  of  the 
coins  of  hoard  2 are  somewhere  between  No.  1 and  Nos.  3-10*  No.  1 
and  2 represent  a two  armed  Siva  standing  in  front  of  a humped  bull. 
The  obverses  of  1 and  2 (not  shown)  are  the  King,  standing,  sacrific- 
ing at  an  altar.  In  No.  1 there  are  traces  of  an  inscription.  None 
in  No.  2. 


Examples  3-70  are  all  coins  in  a so-called  "Ayodhia  Hoard".  They  are 
obverse  samples  chosen  at  random  from  the  265  pieces.  They  illustrate 
well  the  progressive  stages  of  degeneration.  The  reverses  of  these 
coins,  however,  remain  very  much  the  same.  They  picture  a stylised 
fire  altar  and  two  attendants  as  in  No.  10.  Here,  however,  the 
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"attendant"  on  the  right  is  off  the  flan.  These  sketches  look  like 
those  of  a child  (i  cannot  draw),  but  then  so  do  the  designs  on  the 
coins!  !

Indian  Numismatics  (A  list  of  books  available  in  India): 

As  I have  noticed  we  have  at  least  37  members  who  list  a direct  in- 
terest in  Indian  Numismatics,  apart  from  the  dealers,  I thought  that 
this  new  list  of  books  now  available  in  India  might  be  of  interest 
to  some  of  our  readers.  The  prices  are  quoted  in  rupees,  and,  while 
the  New  York  Exchange  lists  the  rupee  at  about  11-5  cents,  the  last 
bill  I had  from  India  was  1 rupee  = .14  (cents).  All  the  books 
listed  by  English  authors  are  reprints  of  important,  out-of-print 
books.  Most  of  the  Indian  works  are  new  and  deal  with  specific 
periods  or  dyansts  or  areas.  The  finest  of  the  new  works,  in  the 
process  of  appearing  on  the  market,  are  the  8 volumes  by  Dr.  Michael 
Mitchiner.  Two  of  them  have  appeared  and  are  superb  works  and  have 
innumerable  illustrations.  (Ed:  Since  Rev.  Campbell  wrote  this 

the  3 rd  of  Dr.  Mitchiner’ s volumes  has  appeared  on  the  market.) 

Dr.  L.  A.  Gupta  will  also  have  a new  work  out  soon,  a 4 Volume  ac- 
count of  the  some  10,000  Mughal  coins  in  the  British  Museum.  He 
was  in  London  checking  over  his  manuscript  against  the  collection 
this  past  May.

Further  items  in  Spink's  Numismatic  Circular: 

The  prominence  of  the  Osmanli  coinage  amongst  today's  collectors  is 
well  attested  by  the  space  given  to  it  in  Spink’s  Numismatic  Cir- 
cular of  May,  1976.  For  those  who  do  not  see  it: 

1.  A note  by  S.  Lachman  on  the  20  para  piece  of  Abdul  Mecid.  Since 
this  is  a 19th  c . piece,  it  may  well  come  the  way  of  the  general 
collector.  It  is  a discussion  about  correct  dating. 

2.  Three  letters  commenting  on  Mr.  Harmuz  Kaus’  letter  in  the  March 
number.  This  is  essentially  a matter  for  Arabic -Osmanli  lin- 
guists . 

3.  Of  real  significance  to  all  students  of  Osmanli  coinage  is  the 
letter  from  Mr.  R.  E.  Darley-Doran  of  Bodrum,  Turkey.  He  com- 
ments on  Mr.  Lachman’ s article  dealing  with  the  silver  coinage 
of  Selim  III.  He  adds  to  the  information  about  the  gold  and 
silver  denominations  used,  listing  the  names  and  weights  used. 

For  students  of  this  period  I would  recommend  getting  a copy  of 
this  to  put  in  your  Nuri  Pere  catalogue  under  Selim  III. 

The  exact  denominations,  their  respective  weights  and  names, 
are  a point  of  dispute  among  scholars  and  collectors.  For  the 
silver,  Mr.  Doran  refers  to  an  uncirculated  series  in  the  Berlin 
Museum.  They  are  coins  from  Islambnl,  dated  1203*  r.  1 A.H. 

His  last  listing  summarizes  all  the  varieties  struck  in  that 
year,  that  are  known  at  present,  together  with  value  and  weight.
